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No mention was made of the new Chief Justice for Benegal, 
as far as could be learnt.

~ Of East Indian articles we have heard only that subsequent

London, January 30, 1822.—The French Papers continue tobe 
exclusively filled with the debate in the Chamber of Deputies on 
the Freedom of the Press. A new clause, professing to be for 
the protection of religion, excited a considerable sensation. This 
article is, if we may trust the Liberals, one of the master-strokes 
of the new system in France. In point of fact, religion was already 
expressly, but generally (without specification of any particular 
form of Christian worship) protected by the Law. The new arti- 
cle expressly renders ivviolable the réligion of the State, or 
Catholic Religion, M. Benjamtn Constant, who isa Protestant, 
opposed the article, on thé ground that its object was to restrain 
the Protestants in France from arguinr heir own defence, 
against those Catholic dogmas which * der errors; whilst 
the Catholics, On the other band, t- tenets of the Pro~ 
testants. as so many criminal an -trors, One Deputy, 
indeed, seemed to let out of the secret of his party (the Ultras), 
in a former debate on the same subject, Whether from having 
more honvtesty or less policy than his neighbours, he openly avowed, 
that he supported the article—though in bis opinion still short of 
the mark—upon the principle that the Catholic religion was tho 
ouly true one, and all others were blasphemous errors, 


We yesterday received, thro’ the Irish Papers, some further 
accounts of the outrages ia the southof lieland, It appears that 
the mail which ruos between Cork and Tralee was attacked by @ 
band of Whiteboys, that the cogcbman, guard, and two of the 
horses, were severely wounded, and the coach itself thrown into 
abog.

The Docuess or ATHOLL unfortunately took fire in the after- 
hold, 360 miles to the Eastward of the Cape, and was conse- 
quently obliged to go into that Port, 

When the Fire broke ont, the hands were turned to the 
pumps used for drawing water from alongside, which being ia 
good order, furnished an abundant supply, and the Fire was 
got under. Fortanately, the wind veered round fayorably, and 
enabled her to reach the Cape in three days, when the whole 
cargo was discharged, and with the exception of a few arti- 
gles that were damaged, all was preserved in good order, 


The H. C. Ship Thames, Captain Heaviside, for Bencoolen 
and China, was unfortghately fost off Rastburne bay, (on the 
Coast of England), on the 3d of February, io @ severe gale of 
wind. Eleven of the Ship’s company perished, baal had 
been most severe gales of wind in the Channel,

London, February 2, 1822.—We have of late observed, that 
the accounts from Dundee and its neighbourhood have been par- 
ticularly favorable, as relating to a great demand for the coarse 
linens made in that district of Scotland. It is not, however, to 
be wondered at, for the prices have, within this last year or two, 
been lower than at any other peried within the last forty years. 
It is an old, and a very jast remark ou the subject of trade, 
«that when things are at the lowest, they will mend ;” the ren- 
g0u is obvious —the very low price of any thing will not only 
make it desirable for the home consumption, but will cause the 
article to force its way into all parts of the world. All people 
are fond of an article when it is downright cheap, and they will 
not be afraid of holding it, nor of ordering it from the country 
where it has been produced, Besides, when any thiag is at 
one half of the usual prince, onc balf of the money will, of course, 
compass if, It may appear paradoxical ; bat, in a national 
point of view, as it regards a maonfacturing nation, it is good 
for ita manufactures to be occasionally at very depreciated 
prices ; for what is the result of a very, low price? It is worth 
everybody’s money, every part of the world, and its very lowness 
ef price will cause it to force its way through every obstacle. Io 
the poorest countries people are enabled to purchase and to get 
into the habit of wearing a useful article, which, for the first time, 
probably, may have beea introduced at a very low priec ; where- 
as, had it becw introdaced ata high price, their means could not 
have afforded it; and when once a people adopt the use of any 
thiag, it hecomes a custom, and then they cannot do without it, 
The prescot immense exportation of British cotion manufactures 
to the East Indies, of which country, cotton, time immemorial, has 
been a native, arose from the wildness with which the Liverpool, 
London, and other merchants, proceeded in sending, 28 soon as 
the trade opened, to that country, ten or perbaps 100 times ag 
many goods as were at that time wanted. What was the conse- 
quence? the goods must be sold to invest in retarn cargoes, so 
that the ships might not be destroyed by the worms in the Easterg 
Harbour. The goods were sold, and at extremely low prices, 
But to whom were they sold? to people whe had never before seen 
or heard of an Raglish muslin or print, porter, shoes, hats umbrellas, 
and a long string of othewartielcs, which had beenlyiog dormant 
Jo English warehouses, MM ewners of which had got sick of them, 
and therefore got them out otesight at all events; for it is a sivgu- 
Dar fact, with regard to most tradesmen, if they haveon hand too 
imuch of an article, that sooner (hap dispose of it at home, at 10 of 
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20 per cent, lose io the first instance, they prefer running the risk 
of sending it to a foreigneonsignce, The slow-moving East India 
Company could not have effected, in half a century, what was 
effected in half @ doaca years by probably aot more than half a 
dozen merchants, who are now, io all probability, anfortanately 
for themselves, but beneficially for their country generally, vory 
coasiderable sufferers. We understand that the cloth manufactar- 
ed'at Dundee, bas been as low as from 3d to 41a yard; abont tea 
years ago, it rose as high as from 10d to 13d. It stands 
to common sense, that at the one price it would be desir. 
able, and would be souzhi for and used by the poorest people in 
aov country however savage—whereas, at the other price, it 
could be compassed by very few comparatively. These two ex 
tremes are the main cause of the surprising and sadden fluctaa- 
lions experienced in commerce froin time to time, for we often 
fiod, that when the export tsade has been for a series of years 
very brisk, it turns round and becemes for about an equal nam- 
ber of years proportionably dull. When goods get to the rege 
pective places of their destination at acheap rate, every body 
is nibbling at them, the consequence is, that that they are sooa 
sold, and orders pour into Bagland from all quarters, which gets 
up the price bere, until they once moro reach their highest 
price, when fhe demand comparatively ceases, in conse« 
quence of the increase of price, aud down they come again, 
This, as we have above observed, is the case not only as 
it respects trade, but also as it regards every thing else, 
Even provisions will have their rise and fall ia price, aod the 
one extreme will inevitably produce the other. The exces« 


sively high price to which every thing rose about ten to fifteen 


years since, caused every body who possibly could, to apply him 
self to land, and tostady how muchenach agriculturist coald pro« 
duce; the consequence we now see is, that taking into account 
the last three years of surprisiagly propitious seasons, there is a 
glut in the market of all sorte of agricultural produce. Ten or 
fiftoen gears aco, a man ia common life did not think of placing 
a wl, or a goose, or a turkey on his table, for they were then 
shamefully dear; it was only the great landed proprietors, and 
their tenants, the farmers—the rich merchants, and the rich tra< 
ders, that darcd to taste those good things. The case now is re- 
versed, the common people come ig for their share of fresh butter, 
egss, ducks, chickens, aud mst other delicacies, of which the 


> great landholders and farmers totally deprived them tea or fifteen 


years since, In fact, such has been the greediness of the people 
of Eagland for land for the last forty years, that, positively, estates 

which at that period were not worth more than 1,000/, have pasar 
ediup to 1,590/. and even, in some instances, to 2,000/. such was 
the fashionable ragg for purghasivg land. What was the conse- 
quence ?—the thing got up so high that it could go no higher— 
and, like all other things, the bubble barst; and now what is the 
result?—every body is for quitting his farm and selling bis land 

and turning itinto something else ; whole districts, therefore will, 
in all probability, be uncultivated: —Morning Herald. “hat 


London, Feb, 2,—We have received the Dublin Papers of 
Wednesday, and give some extracts from them in another part of 
our Paper. It was not without some difficulty we could select 
any credible, or even jntelligible accounts, so extravagantly over- 
loaded are the descriptions of outrages, attacks, and massacres 
and so frequently is the same outrage repeated under new athe 
cumstances of horror, We have curtailed them a good deal, and 
in doing so, have little doubt that we best consulted the taste and 
time of our readers, It will be observed, that the peasantry inthe 
county of Cork still continue their career of lawless atrocity, and 
are in retara shot and captured whenever they are met or seen 
by the soldiers and police. We know nothing with which tho 
whole scene may be more aptly compared than a wolf-hunt. It 
is achace in which the pursuers are rendered merciless by a pe- 
ril_ to which they are exposed from the force and savageness 
of their game, We have met with narratives of the horrors of 
intestine war, in some of the distant colonial possessions of the 
Empire. Many of these are, as every one knows, truly shocking. 
Bat really, in no instance do we recollect a more revoltiagly hu« 
miliating picture of buman government and human nature, thas 
in the actual state of the south of Ireland, 
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A Mail from Germany arrivedtast night, bringing various 
continental newspapers, from which we have made the following 
extracts :— 


Vienna, Jan, 18.—Tn the iatest accounts from Constantino- 
ple, of 28th and 29\b December, we find the following farther 
particulars :— 


The Persian troops havesgetired dt all points, in conse- 
quence of orders from Teheran, and by the intervention of a 
Cammissioner from the Porte, who has already set out; it is ex- 
pected that all diflercaecs will be adjasted, which have ariseny 
not so mach.between ike Governments, as between the officers 
on the frontiers, which have given occasion to acts of violence 
supported by a military foree. The Porte has seriously disap- 
proved of the improper conduct of some Pasbas commanding 
upon the frontiers on this occaaion. Chosrew Mehmed, Pasha 
of Erzerum, has been deprived of that Government, and trans- 
ferred to that of Trebisond. On the other hand, Rauf Mehmed 
Pasha, who was formerly Grand Vizier, and bas lately given the 
Sultan great proofs of bis attachment and fidelity, has obtained 


the Governments of Ecserum and Diarbekir, and the chief sa ; 


-Pcriniendence of the mines. 


Tu the Earopean Goversments the most important changes 
were the removal of Malik Pasha to Lepanto, and of Ismacl 
Pasha to Skapia. 


The utmost exertions are woking in the arsenal of the navy 
ani the artittery to fit out a certain number of ships for the pur- 
pose of carrying to the Turkish garrisons in the Morea provi- 
sions and ammunition, of which they are iu great want. The 
Turks have hitherto defonded Napoli de Romania with great 
bravery, but the Greeks are said to have lately received consi- 
derable reinforcements, They also ‘keep the Castle of Lepanto 
closely blockaded. 


The Grecks are now againin possession of Athens, after 
having been obliged to give it up for about six weeks, They 
make this time serious preparations to get possession of the 
citadel (the ancient Acropolis), without which Athens is an un- 
tenable position, and have already blown ap some of the out- 
works, ‘The Pasha of Salonichi, after the taking of the Penin- 
sula of Cassandra, hag succeeded in conrlading a convention 
«sith the inhabitants of Monte Santo (Mount Athos.) The 
Greeks lay down their arms; on the other hand, it is stipulated 
that no armed Turk is to enter that district. 


Nothing has lately occurred to disturb the tranquillity of the 
capital and its environs. Every body, whether Mussulman or 
Christian, follows his business. On the 20th of December there 
was, however, a singular scene, in which the stadents were the 
sotors, One of the teachers of the students attached to the 
mosque of Mahomet II, was lately banished for some improper 
expressions respecting certain measares of the Government. The 
students, to the number of some bandreds, which soon increased 
to 2,000, went to the Palace of the Mufti, loudly demanding the 
rocal of their teacher, but, to show their peaceable intentions, 
without arms, aod with the Koran and other books in their girdles, 
So numerous an assemblage, however, created some alarm, and a 
Meeting of the Council, which was to have been held in the Mafti’s 
Palace, was postponed. However, the Grand Visier, with his 
guards, soon restored order, anid the stodents quietly dispersed, 
on hopes being givea them that their master should soon be re- 
stored to them.*

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Odessa, Jan, 2.—The news reccived from Constantinople of 
the termination of hostilitics with Persia has caused a great sensa- 
tion here, and will probably excite attention at St. Petersburgh. 
The English agents ia Persia have doubtless done their utmost 
to attain this object. Whatis especially lameuted, is the tra- 
gical end of Priace Mirza, perhaps decided on by his father, and 
as some letters says, already carried into effect. He was pro« 
perly the next heir to the Crown, but was excluded by his father. 
This promising Prince, who was on the best terms with the 
Governors on our frontiers, is said to have been found dead in 
his tent, on which the Persians, having coacluded a convention, 
hastily retreated, As the Shah disapproved of his son’s conduct, 
hostilities had of course céased, and as he would have proved a 
powerful competitor for the Crown of Persia, he was put out of 
the way. Some reports say that his mother and sons have 
likewise perished, in an inexplicable manner, in his harem, 
It must be owned that all im aginable cireum- 
stances united in favour of the Turks, even though, as was 
here the case, by unlooked for ways, But there is no Christian 
nation ia Europe which, during the thirty years storms which 
have agitated it, has found such sincere and active frienda, who 
even sacrifice large sums of money from attachment to the Porte, 
It is no wonder the Mussulman looks upon himself as a chosen | 
race, and despises the Christians more and more, believing, im 
his arrogance, that all Christians are in the world merely for bis 
The Greek emigrants here are much grieved at these 
events ; to which is added, the arrival of the French Ambassador 
at Constantinople, wom they cousidered as a new ally of the 
Porte. 


Ata late hour last night we received the Paris Papers of

been restored at Constantinople, and that many excesses are 
committed there.” 


Note by the Elitor.—We must observe on this occasion, that 
the Austrian Osserven, after having, in its accustomed manner, 
spoken of the satisfactory state of things in the Ottoman empire, 
acknowledges that on the 20th of last December more than 2000 
Turkish students, who had lost the most distinguisbed of, their. 
instructors, he having been banished for making remarks on tho 
measures of Government, caused such a tumult at Constaatine- 
ple, that the Grand Vizier was obliged te go out himaelf with the 
Guards; and that he was not able to re-establish traoqgaillity up 
til he assured the youths that the Professor, who had been

We have uniformly questioned the candour and the ecordiality, as 
well as the probable stability of the reconciliation which appeared to 
have taken place last August between the Irish Orangemen and their 
Catholic countrymen, and the docament which we now submit to the con- 
sideration of the public, will, we think, amply serve to jastify our doubts 
upen the subject. This document consists of extracts from a pamphlet, 
printed by Sir Abraham Bradley King, who was last year the Lord Mayor 
of Daltin, and who was the principal manager of the theatrical recoucl- 
Kation to which we have alluded. Of this pamphlet we never even 
heard until within a very short time back. Tt has certainly never been 
published, aul most probably never intended to be published, either in 
England—but has been, as we have learnt, distributed clandestinely, 
gratuitously, and exclusively among the Members of the Orange Associ- 
ation. Through mere casualty one copy of it has come into our posses- 
sion, and from its interest and importance, especially at the present mo- 
ment, we feel it our duty to give it to the public, to whom we appeal, 
whether it be possible to preserve peace or harmony in any hation, where 
auch an Association is tolerated, mach less encouraged by the Govern- 
ment. Bat this docoment derives additional interest from the fact, that 
asimilar association (s at present established under high patronage in 
England. It is, however, consolatory to think that, notwithstanding 
that high patronage, this Association has made very little progress 
thronghoat the country, The saperior diffusion of knowledge and the 
consequent influence of liberality have impeded its advances. But 
should such » confederacy be allowed to go on in this country organised 
wpon the same plan, and actuated by the same principles as those which 
the following pamphiet dicloses, what must be the result? and be it re- 
collected that Mr. Peel, the avowed friend of the Orangemen in Ireland 
is about to become our Secretary for the Home Department.

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Who having met on the Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday fol. 
lowing, proceeded, on the evening of the day last mentioned, to lay 
before the Grand Lodge the following Report of their proceedings :—~ 


The Committee appointed to carry into effect that change in the 
system of the Association which circumstances have rendred necessary, 
beg leave to report, that they have given their most serious attention to 
the very important trast reposed in them, and have mach gratification in 
thinking that they have fulfilled the duties laid upon them in a manner 
which they coneeive highly calculated to answer the ends in view, and 
to give the fullest satisfaction to the Brethren of the Orange Institution. 


Tn making the change required, it has been their study to keep ia 
view, and to restore the sublime simplicity of the Original Orange In- 
stitution, and to keep as widely as possible from approaching (in the 
only thing in our Institution which can be classed under the head or de- 
nomination of ‘Mystery,’ viz, thase Signs, &c. whereby we are to 
guard onrselves and our Association against the danger of hostile intrue 
sion) the system of other recognized Associations. 


In making the change requisite, they have not been unmindful of 
the inculcation of those principles which led our propotypes through the 
wilderness+and the founders of the Association throngh the dangers 
which called it into existence, and beset its infaney, vis. dependence 
on, and confidence in that Power, in-whose hands alone are the issues 
of life, and the sure foundation of all prosperity. 

All haman institutions are liable to error and corruption ; it cannot, 


therefore, be matter of surprise, however it may be of regret, that | 


ours has anffered beneath the hand of time. But the Committee rejoice 
to think that its dilapidations will now be repaired, and that it will stand 
once more, and for long ages to come, firm and beautified in all the 
grandeur and simplicity of its original foundation ; and that the late 
efforts of our enemies, which were at first the cause of dismay and ap- 
prehension, have been, in fact, the canse of mach real good ; and pro- 
ductive of advantage rather than injary. Thus giving us a sure and cere 
tain evidence how frequently a protecting Providence is really watch. 
ing over the best interest of man, while to our limited vision, he ape 
pears to be wielding the rod of chastening affliction. 


The Committee, from several circnmstances arising ont of the pree 


sent inquiry, are led to observe, that various &nd jarring forms of ad-* 


mission and initiation have found their way into different lodges, together 
with ceremonies, &c. not only unknown to'the original simplicity'of the 
Institution, but im many cases repugnant to common sense, to the ree 
ligious feelings of many most worthy Brethren, and even to common de« 
cency. In order to guard against the future recurrence of this cry- 
ing evil, the Committee have thonght fit to institute a form of admis- 
sion and initiation, which they consider fully® adequate to the end 
in view, and which will be to combine with due brevity a proper degree 
of the solemnity, so necessary to be observed at the important moment 
of a man’s dedicating himself, by a voluntary obligation, taken in the 
face of his Brethren, to the zealous discharge of his duties as a loyal 
Protestant. And they trust that the enjoioment of strict and andeviat. 


ing attention to this form alone, throughout ail the ramifications of the * 


Institution, will form the safeguard of the Association, from future ine 


jury, not only from enemies without, but from the indiscreet zeal of over 


anxious, though doubtless well meaning Brethren, within the pale of the 
Orange Association, 


*¢ And here the Committee might be supposed to have performed 
their duty to the extent of the powers specially vested in them, and 
might therefore consider themselves as exempt from further labour, 
But they feel that they cannot conclude without pointing ont some fure 
ther improvements in the general system of the Association, which have 
grown out of the present investigation, and which they recommend to 
the adoption of the Society ; and thongh they may at first sight appear 
but of minor interest and consequence, they will be found, upon dun exa. 
mination, to be highly essential—and, like the out-works of a great 
citadel, thongh smallin comparison with the maja edifice itself, are 
nevertheless most materially condocive to its strength and security, 
These consist in sundry alterations in the obligations, governing system, 
general management, and interior economy. 


_ Ta making these alterations, shoufd the Committee appear to have 
gone beyond the limits seemingly prescribed to them, it is to be attri- 
buted to the heartfelt interest they take iu the real welfare of oar glori« 
ous Institution. Further emboldened by their proceedings to this effect 
having the material sanction of the great Orange Countics of Antrim, 
Armagh, Cavan, Down, Monaghan and Tyrone, as expressed by their res- 
pective Grand Master, either personally or by due proxy, and also of te 
Most Worshipfal the Grand Master of Ireland, as expressed by hing 
through the Depaty Grand Master.”

Ta reading this pamphlet, one is naturally strnele with the extraor- 
dinary similitude between the general organization of thase Orange 
Societies, and that of the United Irishmen. The organization is imdeed 
in many inatances precisely the same in both cases. The United Irish- 
men bad their clandestine ‘assecintions, their oaths of secrecy, and 
their pecuniary subscriptions, and so have: the Orangemen. The 
United Irishmen had their Baronial. Committees, their Corgmittees, 
and their National Directory of five; and the Orangemen havethzir 
District Committees, their Coanty Committers, and their Direeto- 
rial Government of Give, chosen from the Grand Lodge. It witl, 
however, be said on the part of the Orangemen, that they are loy- 
al men. no donbt they profess to be, and so the United Irish-. 
men professed to be, always maintaining that in their endeavours 
to ebtain Catholic Emancipation and Parliamentary Reform, they were 
much more loyal than their opponents (and the oath which bound 
them together was certainly esas facie much less exceptionable 
than that of the Orangemen.) is profession of loyalty, imdegd,' the 
United Irishmen continwed loudly to make and to maintain, uatil the 
Legislature desounced them as tréxtonona band. Bat what is loyalty? . 
According to the-cpinion of one of otf niost emigent Judges, loyalty is, 
legality, or a conformity witty the laws. And what guirantee have we 
fer the tovalty of the Orangeren, who are fa the habit of taking an 
cath only of conditioual allegiaute, which is as Inconsistent with the law 
of the land, as it is with the priaciples of liberatity anf justice. © 


Bat the fact is, that the mass of the Orangemen. have proved that 
they are as indifferent about the express wish of the King; as about the 
recorded precept of the Legislatnre, and therefore they lave no title to 
be regarded either as Royalists or Loyalists. They take an oath which 
is so odions, that even Lord Londonderry declared in the House of Com- 
‘mons, that * aw Association founded upon such a principle of exclusion, 
was quite terrible ;” and what can be more (erribie than an oath which 
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proscribes any man eho eter was a Catholie—which denounces the om 
vert or the peniteat, as much as those who still persist in what the 
Orangemen cegard as a mischievons creed? Yetthese Orangemen are 
never prosecuted, but still allowed togo on in Ireland, They appear, 
indeed, to be not merely tolerated, but encouraged. How. comes this? 
Aad that question we take leave particularly to address to the Lord 
Chanceiler, and to the Attorney General of Ireland. 


While the Orangemen are permitted to pursue their system, we 
must, from every intelligence that has reached as, utterle despair of 
peace orharmony amore tie Irish, aud while we saw in this pamphlet 
that the great seat of Otaugeism is in the counties of Antrim, Armagh, 
Cavan, Down, Monaghan, and Tyrone, we were astonished find the Lord 
Lieutenant lately promoting the assemblage of yeomanry corps in those 
counties, not one of which isin any degree disturbed. Did the Lord 
Lieutenant mean to send any of these yeomanry to the distarhed districts 
in the Sonth of Ireland? Ifso, all those seomanry being Orangemen 
what effects were to be looked for when they were let loose among @ 
Catholic population?’ Rat Lord Talbot being immediately on the point of 
removal from the Ifish Government, it‘’seems annecessary to dwell upoa 
his conduct or projects.

HINTS FOR MR. BANKFS, AND THE OTHER PATRONS OF 
IGNORANCE, 

Mr. Garney, in the acconnt of his visits to some of the Prisons in 
Scotland, published in 1819, informs us, that there was not a single Cri 
minal in the Gaol of Dundee, nor had there been for seven months be. 
fore, though this Gaol aot only receives the Prisoners ef the Town, but 
for a considerable district of the County of Forfar, in which it ie sitwate 

. Dandee contained, ia 1911, a population of 29,616, and ix a place 
of great trade and wealth, the third city in Scotland. Ip the Gaol of 
manafacturing and sea-port town of Arbroath, containing in 1811 a po- 
pulation of 8,150, he found no Criminals. In the Gaol of the manufac, 
toring and sea-port town of Montrose, in the same country, contalaing 
a popalation of 8,000, he found only one prisoner, adeserter. In the 
Gaol of Brechin, and in the County Gaol of Fortar, he found no Cri- 
minals. Io all the Prisons of a County, containing in 1811 a popalati+ 
on of 107,264, of which the families engaged in trade and manofactures 
were 13,616, while those engaged in agricultare were only 4,930, found 
only one prisoner, a deserter, aud no person had been executed from 
that conanty for twenty years. 


The difference between this state of things, and what is ebservable 
in England, and particalarly the South of England, where the agricel- 
tural populations seems even to be more addicted to crime than the 
population of towns, induced ns to make some inquiries inte the cirs 
cumstances to which this high state of merality in the former case may 
be ascribed, 


We learned from a friend, a native of Dundee, that in that town, 
and the country in general, the state of education was excellent; and 
that the lower orders, as they are called, were not merely able to read 
and write generally, but spent nearly all their spare time in reading, 
During the time when political ferment was at its height in this country, 
in the year 1708, the labouring classes of Dundee, then very generally 
Reformers, founded a subscription Library, which now contains between 
6 and 7,000 volumes, and in the advantages of which the richer inhae 
bitants became afterwards dezirous of participating. This excellent Lie 
brary has not only given habits of order and sobriety to the labouring 
classes but an intelligence not to be found, perhaps, in an equal degree 
among persons in the same classes In any part of the world, With re- 
spect to intelligence, it is said, it is found in the greatest degree at the 
buttom of the social scale, and this is accounted for in an obvious enough 
way. While the higher classes pass much.of their time infestivity and 
indnigence, and generally confine their reading to Novels and other 
works of. taste and amusement, the frugal artizan or labourer denies 
himself tndulgences which, to him, would he attended with ruinons ef- 
fects, and generally reads books eontaining solid and nsefal information, 


Now let us see the working of the Bankes System. In the Connty 
which has the benefit of a connection with the Member for Corfe Castle, 
Dorset, where there is as much ignorance as that Hon. Gentlemen could 
possibly wish for, we find that out ofa population of 126,900 in 1811, nq 
fewer then 20 persons were confined in Goal for offences against the 
Game Laws alone from thel7th May, 1816, to the 22d March, 1817. Ag 
the Hon. Gentleman has always taken a deep interestin the preserva. 
tion in all their vigonr of the Game Laws—the chief cause of the demo- 
milization of the English peasantry, but the bonus we pay to English 
Gentlemgn for the blessings we derive from their summer residence on 
their estates—we know not for how many of these committals we may be 
indebtég to his superintending care—We ray nothing as to the numerous 
commitments for that County for other offences and crimes, . 


Bat it will be said, no one denies the influence of education and _ 
habits of reading on morals and character; but this is not what Mr. 
Bankes and those who think with him have to consider. What they have 
to consider is, how they may, with the greatest ease to themselves, maine 
tain their authority and pre-emjnence ; and it is mach more easy to bea 
man of some importance among a parcel of ignorant Loos, thap.smong a , 
reading and reflecting people. The people in the neighboyrbood of Cory. 
fe Castle, when they see the Hononrable Gentleman with his‘ Civil His. 
tory of Rome” under bis arm, may probably worship him, as if he were a 
professor of the Black Art. In Dundee, were ¢cven a common weaver 
knows more of the History of Rome than he does himeelf, and where hig 
economical virtnes would be correctly appreciated, the Senator would 
shrink inte very small dimensions indeed.

To the Editor of of the Journal, 
Sin, ' 
In all arts and ia all sciences, it is commonly al- 
lowed that. stady and patient investigation is required, according 
te the peeoliar rules of the particular art, in order to forma 
perfect Scholar therein. But it appears to be the opinion of 
many éalling themselves Christians, that the great science which 
is to teach men bow to live and die in the service of their Maker 
may be acquired by intoition, and that it has none of the broad 
discriminating lines which require the exercise of the investigat- 
ing powers, the assistance of judgment, or the exertion of reason; 
and that any crode undigested sentiments are the subject, may 
equally be received with the labour of those who have given their 
earnest and unwearied attention toit. Tbave been led into these 
retaarks by the namerons productions constantly proceeding from 
the pens of these who receiving the Bible by name, argue diame- 
trically opposite to the principles contained in its ‘sacred pages, 
and losing sight of the common foundation on which they ought to 
build, draw conclusiens from premises of their own, wholy sab- 
versive of the law of God, 


A writer in your Paper of May G, signing himself “Simson 
Pore” who vindicates Cricket Playing on a Sunday, is one of 
those to whom the above observations in some measure apply. As 
he so modestly, and certainly not without reason, acknowledges his 
need of better information, I have thought a few lines on the sub- 
ject would perhaps elicit the endeavours of those better qualified 
to set your Correspondent right than Tam. Your Correspondent 
begins by assuring his readers that “the principles of his re- 
ligion bave been imbibed from a patient perusal and stady 
of the holy scriptares.” This sounds so well that it is rather an- 
fortunate that in the beginning of his argument he should both 
sisname and misquote the very commandment he professes to find 
faalt with the strict observance of; be misnames it by calling it 
the sixth instead of the fourth commandment, and misquotes it 
when be says that “it bids us to make it a day of rest and re- 
ereation.” From this misquotation he infers that we may do our 
own pleasure on a Sanday as on other days. If his studious and 
patient investigation had taugh him that the way of interpreting 
the Bible is to make it its own commentator, by comparing 4 text 
with itscontext, he might perhaps in the course of his investigation 
bave met with these remakable words of the Prophet Isaiah, which 
he would have found to answer his own question. “ If thou turn 
away thy foot from the Sabbath, from doing thy pleasare on my 
holy day, and call the Sabbath a delizht the holy of the Lord, 
honourable, and shalt honour him, net doing thine own ways, 
nor finding thine own pleamere, nor speaking thine own words; 
then shalt thoa delight thyself in the Lord,” &e.— Feniah 58, 13. 


Now, Sir, if men choose to quibble and practise that dis- 
honesty towards their Maker which they would not tolerate 
from each other, then they may invent many games for the 
Sabbath, and endeavoor to make themselves and others believe 
them to be innecent, because they are not forbidden by name in 
their Bibles, Nay, more; many enormities might be justified by 
the same plea on any day of the week ; and among others, the 
Aato da Pe of the Popish inquisition may be excused by this 
delusive sophisiry. 

Bat the man desirous to do the will of God will net be so 
imposed upon; he will perceive that if he offends against the spirit 
of the divine law, be virtually sions against its letter ; be will seri- 
ously enquire whether mere amusenient on a Sunday is a suita- 
ble employmeut for a day set apart by God as hallowed and 
sanctified, and whether so employing it has not a tendency to 
weaken serious impressions ia his own heart. If his situation 
be such that he has bat little leisure during the week fer attend- 
ing to his.spiriiual conceras, he will bless the wisdom of that 
Provideace whe in ectiing apast one dey in seven, bas enabled 
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him to attend to his eternal, without injuring bis temporal in- 
terest. 


The misconceptions of your Correspondent evidently arise 
from his imperfect ideas on the nature of holiness and sanctifi- 
cation; though he ought to have been aware from whence they 
were drawn, and who is the aathor and finisher of them. He 
applies indeed the word Aoly to the scriptures, but I fear as @ 
mere facon de parler ; for he sneers at “holy ones” a few lines 
after and talks of “sanctified hypocrites,” an anamoly which 
does not exist. Is he aware that “without holiness no man can 
see the Lord” and that holiness is the frait of sanctification? 


I cordially unite with Stvow Pure in his admiration of 
Mrs. Fry. Bat if he thinks this self-denying Christian heroine 
would approve of his manner of passing the Sunday, I recom- 
mend bim to read her rules for the female convicts on the week 
days, particularly the third, and Irefer him to Buxton on Prisons, 
as a proof that the amusements he recommends to the lower or- 
ders of his countrymen on the Sabbath, have a tendency to lend 
them to that state from which it has been the aim of this traly 
benevolent lady to resone them. 


It will, I trast, give pleasare to this well wisher of Bishopa 
and Priests, to hear that the Bishop of London has in person 
aided the good Mrs. Fry's laboars of love, and though he may 
not be aware of it (being, as I conjecture, one who has resided 
long, if not exclusively, in India) there are numerous examples of 
Clergymen that might be produced, whose official duties are the 
least part of their pious exertions for the souls and hodies of 
their parishioners. Nay, T could direct his attention to several, 
even in India, whose unwearied exertions exemplify Cowper's 
beautiful description of what a Christian Pastor ought to be, 
When Toonsider the umerous Societies for the alleviation of 
every discription of haman misery, and for the improvement of 
the lower orders, which have risen and are daily rising amongst 
us, and when I consider how large a proportion of the Subscri- 
bers to these Institations are Clergymen, I own I am indignant at 
the illiberality which refoses them their meed of praise, and which 
grudges the Iaboorers their hire. 


I believe the following positions respecting the Sabbath and 
the spirit of its observance may be ensily proved by every Bible 
Student. 

1. That the Sabbath is of divine appointment given at the 
Creation, before the Jewish dispensation, and obligatory on all 
men. f 

2. That if the observance of the Sabbath were necessary ia 
a state of innocence, it must be mach more so whea man had 
fallen from the image of God.

Peterinaryp. Jurisprudence. 


AS IN PRACTICE ON THE CONTINENT, REGARD ING 
SELLER AND BUYER. 


The cases which, in Veterinary Jarispradence, as gene- 
rally in vigour on the Continent are styled “ redhibitory” differ 
according to the different customs, sanctioned by time (but not 
always by sound reason) of the different States, and even Provinces 
of the same. Those cases are certain morbifie affections of do- 
mestic animals, which the purchaser could not discover at the 
time of baying, and the sabsequent distovery of which, aatho- 
rises the buyer to compell the vender to take such animals back, 
though not expressly warranted sound, and to refund the purchase 
money, and the costs, to a certain extent in some, and wholly 
in other cases, ‘ 


These redbibitory cases were sanctioned by the Legisla- 
ture, for the following reasons, viz. Ist, because very few only 
indeed, of the many purchasers are possessed of the knowledge 
necessary to shelter them from imposition. 


Qdly, Because there are not only grave, but even contagious 
diseases, known by the Venders, but which the parchaser can- 
not perceive at the time. 


3dly, and Lastly, By reason of the great facility with which 
mean designing people might not only rob the public, but en- 
danger, and injure, by means of contagion, whole studs, herds, 
and flocks, to an unlimited extent, 


The time granted for the protest against the sale, varies 
agreeably to the nature of the diseasoa, on the discovery of 
which the action is based; and in respect of the different spe- 


Of this, the annexed Table will point out the 
mediam terms, 


An action based on redhibitory defects mast be institated 
within the given limits of time; aiid no action can be instituted 
on the score of animals, sold by order of Courts of Law, or 
Equity. Neither can any action be instituted for animals sold at 
Outeries, unless sach animals have been expressly warranted either 
by the owners, or by the auctionners, as the case may be. But 
an action can be brought on account of all animals sold at fairs 
or in any other manner. 


The seller, in the latter efses, is answerable (though he 
shoald not have warranted the animals) for all sach hidden de- 
fects, which cither may render them aseless, diminish their use- 
tulness, or ondanger or injure the health of other cattle; in 
short, in all cases, in which the buyer would either have declined 
purchasing altogether, or would have given a lesser price, had he 
known sach defects, 


The seller is not answerable for any glaringly apparent de- 
fests, which the buyer could have perceived, unless he should 
have warranted the animal. ‘ 


He is however answerable for any hidden defects, though 
he should have been ignorant of them himself, unless he de- 
clares at the time of sale, and before witnesges, that he will 
not be answerable for any defects, 


The Parchaser, in both the above stated cases, has the 

right at his option, either to return the animal, and to receive 

> back bis monéy: or to cause the vender to refund such propor- 

tion of the parchase amount as shall be adjadged by two expe- 

rienced arbitrators (one chosen by eack party) and an ampird 
chosen by both. ; 


If the vender was informed of the defects of the animal, 
he must take him back, retarn the money, and pay all costs. 


Should the animal dic by feason of a disense proved to have 
been extant at the time of sale, the vender must return the 
money, and pay all costs, includiag opening, proces verbal (mi- 
nate) and affidavits. 


Bat should. the anima! die accidentally, the purchaser most 
bear the loss: es . .

Assistant to Alagistrates. 


Te the Editor of the Journal, 
Sir 
’ In your Paper of the Ist instant, is a letter, signed 
“A Lover or Justict AND AFrienp to Assistant SurGeons,” 
which letter, I have'no doubt, the writer considers a severe ani- 
madversion on my two former publications, in reply to Paitopa- 
Tris and M. D. This letter I have read with all the attention it 
appears to deserve, and acknowledge I should not think it neces- 
sary to reply, but that in the material part of it, it is in complete 
opposition to its signatuare—A Lover or Justice. It was an obser- 
vation of the late King’s, that when persons rose to passion, cal- 
led names, or descended to lose sight of either civility or truth, there 
was anend of argument ; to this Isubscribe ; how far A Lovenor

ought to perform the daties without farther remuneration, &c.” 
Where the Lover or Justrce selected this he best knows, 
certainly not from my letters; it is a contradiction too palpa- 
ble, for any man of common sense or observation to commit ; 


' paid, or not paid, for such extra duties, the time and attention, 


would be the same to perform them, and my objections were de- 
cidedly specified to that point. Again,—* He” (the Old Officer,) 
‘appears to consider Medical men, generally deficient in Educa- 
tion, and therefore not calculated to perform the duties of inferior 
Magistrates &c.” Preposterous observation! equally unjust, and 
incorrect, and not in any way alladed to in any part of my Jet- 
ters, and such as were any man to advance would stamp him 
madman or fool, and cause all attention to be withdrawn from his 
observations.

Drunkenness in the Arury 


To the Bditor of the Journal. 
Sin 
: Having observed in your Jounnats of the 19th and 
25th of May, two letters on the above mentioned sobject, I have 
ventured to trouble you with a few of my own opinions relative 
to the same. 


Although great benefits have been conferred upon the Brit- 
ish Soldier within these last twenty years, there still remains 
mach to be done in point of ameliorating bis situation. 


Tt ie as lamentable, as true, that vice, or a course of idleness, 
fe the ostensible cause of the Army’s being so efficient; for a 
young man, by an act of indiscretion, having forfeited the esteem 
of Civil Society, he Bies for rafuge to the Army, and generally in 
Buwope a few years privation restores him to Society a valuable 


member, baving had time to appreciate the privileges he had for 
@ time forfeited. 


Bat in India, I am sorry to assert, that it is quite different ; 
the length of the voyage and heat of the climate increases their 
matural listlesaness, for on looking round they perceive no one 
that they can associate with, and from their ignoranée of the 
peculiar habits, notions, and language of the Inbabitants, ahey 
beeome disgusted with them, and between their Sllow country- 
men and themselves there is an inseparable bar! Being thus, as 
itwere, exiled, and Goding no encouragement to exertion, they 
give way to the pernicious and destructive habit of Drinking, to 
drown the thoughts of their situation, and the frequency and 
severity of the penalties against it are only the more conducive 
to smaggling and almost constant inebriety. Thus handreds are 
yearly out off in the Dower of their days. 


I perused with feclings of pleasure tke liberal donation of 
@ smal! Library to each station by the Honorable Court of Direc- 
tors last year, and I cannot but exolt at the stimalus it will give 
to the hitherto dormant facalties of my comrades. For, by excit- 
ing them to honorable exertion, IT have not the least doubt but 
they will soon increase by subscriptions among themselves, thus 
opening a field for the exercise and improvement of the mind, 


Tam well aware, thet any thing conducive to the morality 
and welfare of the Army in India, would meet with the support 
of its present noble and philanthrophic Commander in Chief ; 
and with all due deference I would therefore submit-the follow- 
ing crude proposals as an incitement to industry. 


In most stations there is generally some spare ground con- 
tigaous to, or at no great distance from the Barracks. Now I 
eonccive that if each Regiment were allowed part of such spare 
ground, to be divided in the following manner, that it would be 
of essential service. 


Let a piece be fenced off for ench Company, for the sole 
parpose of raising searce vegetables, choice fruits, &e. and as a 
further incitement, let there be a Prige Medal, or other ornament, 
for whoever should produce the earliest and fiacst vegetables or 
frvite. A few boxes of seeds, shoots, &e. might eadily be forward- 
ed from the Company’s Gardens, with directions concerning 
soil, &e. 

The men, finding themselves thus encouraged, would strive 
to emulate and excel each other; thus between their Parades 
and Duties, their Library and Garden, their time would be so oc- 
cupied as to leave no room for marmuring and Dronkeuness :— 


T am very sorry to observe, thatin some Corps, the men em™ 
ploy Natives to clean their arms and atcoutrements, black thei* 
shoes, &e. which is a thing that eannot be too severcly deprecated ; 
for a Soldier should be as little dependant on others for extrane- 
eus aid (or indeed less so) than any person whatever as; in the 
first place it causes idleness, which is the bane of the Indian 
Soldier, and Drankeness follows with all its concomitant evils! 


Were the men encouraged to exercise their different trades 
as far as is consistent with the rales of the Service: and to point 
out (o them generally the atility of mending and making their

From Yesterday's John Bull. 


While the information which we are enabled to give on the sub- 
jects, placed as a title to the present article, is generally important an- 
der the character of Indian News, it must be particularly interesting to 
many of the readers of Jonn BULL, whose prospects are materially af- 
fected by the measures now in progress for their advantage. No apo- 
logy is therefore required for our makiag public mentiou of circamstan- 
ces, which it is of consequence to many at out stations to become ac- 
qaaioted with, and to which indeed it is material that they should give 
theic earliest and most attentive consideration. 


Althongh the allowances to Civil Servants on this Establishment’ 
who are émployed io active service, are made on a liberal scale, yet 
their necessary expences, in order to maintain the respectability of their 
rank and station, wherever they are placed, are great in proportion, and 
very few are permitted to seek for any other means of laying ap a com- 
petence for the decline of life, and making. provisiow for their families, 
than what simply consists in the saving they can make from their rega- 
lated incomes. The consequence is, that while some, favored by ad- 
vantageons employment and practising rigid economy, may be 
able after a long period of service to retacn home w ith comfort, the 
greater nomber of thore who can withstand the effzcts of the climate, 
60 as to remain fit for service at an advanced stage of life, find their 
circumstances insufficient to permit their retiring iv the same manner. 
Accordingly the proportion of Civil Servants, who have been upwards 
of twenty Ave years employed actively ia the country, is very consider- 
able, amounting to two in every thirteen of the whole number compre- 
hended in the Civil List. 


If such is the case, at the conclasion of a period of time of the 
above extent, daring the greater part of which the rates of interest 
obtainable on savings from salary have been very favorable for their 
accamnlation, and the rates of Exchange have been ako pronitions to 
the object of altimate remittance to Europe, the most sangnine anticip- 
ations that can be formed, with regard to the operation of the same cir- 
cumstances io future, leave the prospects of those entering on the ser- 
vice far more dreary than they have hitherto been. The expectation 
of returning to enjoy the comforts of home in the decline of life must 
be greatly diminished, if not altogether lost, and the chances of ad- 
vancement in the service are also reduced in proportion. Even the in- 
creasing prosperity of the country must have a prejadic’al effeet on the 
resalt of the Civilian’s economy, since it tends to augment the price of 
necessary articles of consumption, while his income remains fixed as 
before. 


Such are the prospects of those who devote the greater portion of 
their lives to the Service of the Honorable Company in this country, 
provided they are blessed with the enjoyment of health daring that pe- 
riod; avd it mast be confessed that the hope is very faint, which can be 
reasonably indalged among them in general of reaching home, before the 
vigour of manhood is exhansted, with a sufficiency for their main tenance 
in the rank of society to which they belong. When the Civilian, however, 
is overtaken by sickness and rendered incapable of exercising his active 
daties, there are hardships attending his case, of a severe description, 
which cut off or abridge his accustomed allowances, and thus tend to ex- 
haust speedily his previous savings, He is prevented by law from proceed- 


ing to Europe, withont resigning the Service, and thus sacrificing all in- - 


come from the Company daring his absence, besides incurring all the ha- 
gard and delay attendant on restorationto the Service, when he has re- 
gained bis health, and the chance of obtaiving employment, after his re- 
turn to lodia. He is also preciuded by Jaw trom drawing any salary or emo- 
Toment, subsequent to his embarkation onship-board for any place within 
the limits of the Company's charter, whee the state of his health renders 
change of climate imperative. In sneha ease, indeed, he receives a 
considerable portion of the arrears of his salary apon his retarn to the 
Presidency, ‘but should the continuance of his complaints oblige him to 
proceed onwards to Europe, he can recover no sum ou this account, and, 
fa the event of his demise when absent, it is equally lost to those who 
may baye depended upon him fer support. 


The weightiof these considerations, as regards invalids, might be 
party alleviated, if the places to which they resort within the limits of the 
Charter, as most favorable to the renovation of constitations debilitated 
by the effects ofan Lodian climate, were found to auswer saitably the 
expectations which occasion their being visited. Unfortanately the’ cor. 
rectness of this supposition cannot be safely pronounced npon. The place 
to which lavalids repair with the greatest hopes of benefit to their health, 
is the Cape, and the favorable natare of its climate is certainly sufficient 
to excite very cheering anticipations. Experience, nevertheless, has 
abundantly demesstrated, that ‘Hié -circnmstances, under which inva- 
lids proceed onidave to the Cape, aitiiongh they may tead to produce

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$ aw apparent restoration of health, are still far from being adequate to 
In many, indeed most cases 
of severe illaess, the few months in ordinary periods of leave, thatean be 
spent atthe Cape, are found to yield relief from suffering, and to res. 
tore the invalids to the enjoyment of life, but the hopes, that they are 
thus enabled to indalge on their return, prove miserably fallacions, for 
relapses spbedily ensue of increased severity. Reason, as weil as expe- 
rience, points to the canse of this resnit. The climate at the Cape, al. 
thoagh genial, differs but little in its essential featares from that of India, 
since the cold of its winteris never at the freezing point, and the heat of 
its summer, which comprehends the greater portion of the yeur, is fre. 
quently equal to that of the hot months of India. Accordingly the 
change is not so great as to produce a beneficial change in the constita- 
tion in the course of a few months, sufficient to make it able to with- 
stand the reuewed influence of the cases woich had at first prodaced 
disease and debility. A long period of residence at the Cape might, and 
no donht wouid, have the desired effect, but then it could not be expect- 
ed to be less ia duration, than what would be enough to admit of a visit 
to Enrope fur the same purpose, fiom which the invalid besides availing 
himself of many more important and cratifying advantages, would re- 
tarn much more confident in the complete re-establishment of bis health 
and vigoar, 


With respect to the insufficiency of the Cape climate for effecting 
a removation of the system within a brief and limited period, the fol- 
lowing circumstances, for the accuracy of which wecan vouch, may be 
regarded as convincing. Within the last eight years seventy-one cases 
have occurred of Civilians having proceeded to the Cape on Medical 
Certificate, eigut of which were seeond visite by the same persons. 
Forty-nine instances of return have taken place, the average period of 
absence in each case having been upwards of twenty montis. Of these 
four have died soon after their retarn, and seven have been compelled, 
in consequence of relapses, to proceed to England, resigning the Service, 
Six have died on the vovage or at the colony, and of the remainder some 
are not vet returned, and the others have found it necessary, after seek. 
ing in vaiu for an improvement of health at the Cape, to resign tlie Ser- 
vice and proceed te England 


For the whole of the preceding considerations, having reference 
both to the condition and prospects of those helonging to the Service who 
are blessed with the continued enjoyment of good health, as well as of 
those whose constitutions unfortanately suffer considerably uoder the influ- 
ence of an Indian climate, it is evidently a most desirable object that 
some measures «honld be adopted with the view of bettering the pros. 
pects and increasing the advantages of the members of the Service ge- 
neraliy, and having the tendency thereby to increase the energies and 
promote the stability of the Service itself. It is natural to expect that 
such measures should orizinate with those whose individaal prospects 
it is desirable to ameliorate, hy their showing their readiness respectively 
to make a partial sacrifice in'order to secure general as well as ultimately 
individual benefits .of importance, and that they should be afterwards 
broaght ieto successful operation by the generous assistance and foster- 
ing protection of the superior authorities, Accordingly we find, that 
the exertions of the Civil Servants resident in Calcutta, directed to the 
accomplishment of these results, have commenced with the present 
year, and their proceedings have been such, as cannot fail to meet with 
the cordial approbation of their brethren, who have not had the oppor- 
tanity to yield their personal support in framing the measures proposed 
for the general good. A very brief notice of the proceedings that have 
taken place is ali.that we are able to éubjoio for the information of the 
last mentioned gentlemen. . . 


On the first.of .Jannary,-« meeting of the Civil Servants at the 
Presidency was convened at the Town Hall, .in order to deliberate on 
the expediency of estabiishing & Pension Fund to provide ananities for 
members retiring from the Service. The example was then quoted of a 
similar Fund, which exists at Madras, receiving the aid of an tnoual 
donation from the Honorable the Conrt of Directors, and resolutions 
were passed, expressive of the confident assurance of the meeting, that 
the Honorable Court would extend the same liberal consideration to 
their Servants on this Establishment, declaring its ananimous opinion 
in favor of the expediency and advantage of forming a Pension Foud 
for the Bengal Civil Service, and appointing a Committee to prepare a 
plan to be submitted to the Service at large and also to manage the 
proceedings required fur obtaining the sanction of Government and the 
Court of Directors as well as the degree of support that would ensére 
the snecess and prosperity of the establishment. At this meeting 
James Pattle, Esq, presided, aud the following Gentlemen were chosen 
to form the Committee, having power to associate with themselves any 
other Members of the Civil ,Sersica whose assistance they might desire 
and to supply any vacancies that might occur, . '

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Asecond meeting, of which S. T. Goad Esq. was chairman, took 
place at the Town Hali, on the 26th Jannary, to consider of the pro- 
priety of soliciting a furlough to Europe for Tnvalids and others, belong- 
ing to the Civil Service. A series of resolutions were naanimously pas- 
sed, tending to shew the solid advantages that would accrue to the 
members of the Service, to the interests of the Service itself, and also 
im a pecaniary point of view to the Government, if a furlough of three 
years to Europe were granted to invalids, without obliging them to re- 
sign-the Service, and assigning them allowances that might be adequate 
to their support, in lieu of the leave which they can at present obtain 
en Medical Cectifieate. It was also resolved to solicit such conditional 
assurance, as it might be consistent with the discretion of Government 
to grant, of the restoration of those retorping from Furlough to the si- 
toations vacated on their departere, and also an indulgence from the 
Court of Directors, which would he peculiarly grateful to the Civil Ser- 
vice, of permitting a limited number of Civil Servants in health to avail 
thempselves.of a similar Furlough to Eorope, after a certain period of re- 
sidence in the couutry, even if no proportion ot salary should he paid to 
them during their absence. The Pension Food Committee was farther 
requested to andertake the management of the proceedings, arising from 
the resolntions of the meeting. 


_ The Committee, thas charged with carrying into effect the object of 
the Resolutions passed at both Meetings, have completed the plan of a 
Pension Fand and transmitted a Memorial to Government, for the pur- 
pose of being submitted to the Conrt of Directors. The scheme of the 
Fund is drawa up in a clear and able manner, reckoning the amount of 
contribution at 5 per cent. on the salary and allowances of the Sabseri- 
bers, and proposing the apprapriation of vine annuities annually of 7000 
rupees each, to those who may be inclined to retire, the option of ac- 
ceptance being regulated according to seniority in the Service. We have 
not apace at present to proceed farther in the detail of its provisions, 
or to estimate the amount of its effect in accelerating advancement in 
the service, - : 

The Memorial explains in.a forcible manner the ‘advantages which 
the Fuod.is calcnlated tp produce in every point of reference, and makes 
a powerful appeal to the liberality of the Honorable Court-of Directors 
for pecuniary aid, besides enamerating the regulations which it helongs 
to them to sanction and enforce, in order to secureits most complete and 
beneficial operation. [t also urges with pecniiar ability the many im. 
portant benefits that would be enjoyed by Unvalids, if permitted to re. 


~ vist their native country under the suggested conditions of Farlough, 


instead of proeceediig to the Cape under circumstances, which the 
highest Medical Authorities of this country have prdnounced to be insaf- 
ficient to answer their expectations, and solicits the Haporable Corrt to 
procue the repeal of the existing provisions of the act of Parliament, 
which prevents, return to Europe without resignation of the, Service, 
and to authorize the Government at this Presidency to leave it optional 
for Invalids to proceed on Fuclongh to Enrope or on leave to the Cape, 
regulating the allowances granted in the former ease in'such @ manner as 
that they shall not altogether exceed the amount which the Iavatids 
would have been entitled to. draw on their return from the Cape, 
after an absence of the average length. The Memorial further re. 
quests, that, if the Honorable Coart should sanction the indulgence of 
Furlongh to Earope to a limited number, and if the invatids availing 
themselves of it should fall short of that number, the complement may be 
filled up, according to snch terms as may meet the approbation of she 
Howorable Coart, from those of the Service, who are in health and Mave 
completed a given period of service. Its closing application conveys 
the request, that Junior Servants, taking Furlongl on account of ill 
health, may be assigned an allowance of not less than £300 per anonm, 
as has been lately provided for the case of Junior Merchants proceeding 
to the Cape om Medical Certificate. 


We need scarcely add, that the objects of the Memorial have met 
with the approbation of Government, who have intimated to the Com- 
mittee their intention of recommending it to the early consideration of 
the Honorable Court. 


We do not consider it necessary to enter more minutely into the 
subject, as the Members of the Committce intend to publish immediately 
the Plan of the Annaity Fund, together with their Memorial to the 
Court.of the Directors, and all the Papers and Documents connected 
with it. The whole will be published we believe in the form of a Pam- 
phiet,and circulated to theMembers of the Civil Service of this Establish- 
ment, for whose exclusive ase it ts intended. There are some objections 
we andersand to publishing the Details of the Plan, &c.in a News Pa- 
per before they have been formally submitted to the Court of Directors. 
We trnst however that the Susimary given in our Paper of this day will 
be satisfactory to our readers in general. ;

TRANSLATED FOR THE CALCUTTA JOURNAL. 


To the Spreader of the Light of Intelligence, the Editor of the Summachar 
. Chundrika, 
Sir, 

A letter published in the Jonn Boxt by a foreigner of that 
signatare, and to whom the last word is applicable, containing some 
calumnions observations against Concremation, was well replied to on 
the 16th of April, through the medium of the same Paper bv a learned 
person to the great satisfaction of the religions world, and the removal of 
the mistakes of the injnrers of relizion; bat we have been moch grieved 
on looking into the twenty seventh paragraph of this reply. Some sensi- 
ble Suttee Bidhhaok bad published in the same Paper of the 29th of 
April, in favour of the practice ef Concremation; at which we were 
highly pleased. Shortly after, on the first of May, an Englishman pob- 
lished another letter, expressing his wish to know the authorities for the 
justification of snelya practice ; and on the second day a person under 
the signatore of “A Frienp to trac Hinpos,” published in the 
Joun Bort, in the manner of an antagonist, a letter finding fault with 
the Hindoo religion ; to which letter and the others, a proper reply was 
given by the aggrieved Hindoos in the Joun Bute of the 17th of May, 
which has been to us a very great comfort. 


It is very improper to hold religious discussions with persons who 
differ in their manners and enstoms, and to wish to become acquainted 
with the authorities to jnetify the practice of Coneremation ; nay, it is 
altogether unbecoming for persons of a different faith to ridicale the 
religion of others. By thus attempting to find fanit with one another's 
religion, it wonld do mischief to the Government, and conduce to the 
misery of the subjects. These condemners of religion having*pnblish- 
ed some erroneons conclusions about the injonction for the practice of 
Conerematien; the subject is now in discussion even in England, and 
many donbts in the Hindoo Shastrus have arisen to those who are not 
versed in them. In order to remove those doubts, we shall here cite 
anthorities written in every Shastry, and known in every country, for 
the practice of Concremation, which is so very honest, and the means of 
obtaining final happiness; and hope when the religious sceptics have 
made themselves acquaiated with the meaning of the following passages, 
they will leave off those practices to which they have no right, and re- 
main silent. 


Injunctions in the Smrities for the practice of Concremation and 
Posteremation. 


That woman who mounts the bnrning pile of her deceased hasband, 
goes up to Heaven like Oroomdoote (wife of Boshista). And she who 
goes to Heaven with her husband, enjoys it for thirty five millions of 
years, the nomber of hairs a man has apon his body, Like those who, by 
their strength, take out snakes from their holes, this woman, forcibly 
takes her husband to enjoy felicity with her.

“When a woman has mounted the funeral pile or got into 
the cave with the husband in her bosom, all endeavours are 


requisite not to allow her to come out of the flame. So very ° 


amall portion of time is taken to die, that all these endeavours are to be 
made before hand by her relations. If perchance the woman gets vut of 
the pile, she brings injnry npon her sons, grandsons, and other relations. 
To remedy this evil, a sacrifice showld be made of tice boiled in eleven 
pots, and to be offered twenty times, and a ball with ten cows onght to 
be given as fees. But if the woman, withoat stirring oat of the funeral 
pile, be reduced to ashes, she enjoys felicity with her hasband in the 
Heavens. or obtains salvation, and has no more te come iu this world.”

* The sin of a woman’s having bv some delusion, stirred out of the 
faneral pile, is expiated by the performance of the ceremony of Praja 
Pathyo."’— Aupestombo.
